It will 
not discolor, check, or crack. It is easily worked and 
enables the builder to obtain the finest results. The 
keys, posts and other metal parts are made of a 
highly refined and rare composition of metal which 
does not discolor or break easily. This metal will 
bend only under heavy force. I+ is more valuable 
than silver or other metals in its .equirements, 


MECHANISM 
The key mechanism is by far the most facile and 
responds instantly and more easily to the player's 
will than the mechanism on other clarinets according 
to the verdict of leading clarinetists, and it permits 
of the most rapid execution of difficult music, giving 
the player the feeling of absolute surety.

Lever for little finger of left hand permits of 
smooth passage from F to Ab, or vice versa. It also 
permits the rapid passage between these tones with- 


-out sliding the little finger of right hand over the 


rollers from one key to the other. This also applies 
to the C and Eb on the staff and is a great help 
when playing in two or more flats. 


BOEHM, 17 KEYS, 6 RINGS 

" This is called the plain or straight Boehm and 
embraces everything that the Boehm system implies. 
Its chief advantage is a more even scale. It naturally 
means a more even tone. It permits of more perfect 
intonation than the Albert system and offers many 
advantages to the performer in the way of technique. 
It is really as simple as the Albert and easier for the 
beginner to master, 


BOEHM, 18 KEYS, 7 RINGS 


This is the same as the 17 keys, 6 rings, with the 
addition of a ring and key which give a forked Eb 
and Bb, the same as in the 5 ring Albert system. 


BOEHM, 20 KEYS, 7 RINGS 


This has an extra key for little finger of right 
hand, extending the register one-half tone lower to 
low Eb below the staff. It has lever for left-hand 
little finger to open Ab and Eb key, permitting smooth 
and rapid passage between these keys. It also has 
advantages when playing in many sharps or flats. 
Being a 7-ring model, it also has the forked Hb-Bb, 
same as the 18 key, 7 ring. This model appeals most- 
ly to performers who play A Clarinet parts on the 
Bb Clarinet as the low Hb key gives it the same 
register as the A. This particular key has no other 
advantage. 


THE ARTICULATED G-SHARP KEY 


This key is one of the most useful extras that can 
be attached to a Clarinet. After becoming familiar 
with the mechanical action a few moments’ thought 
by the clarinetist will disclose great possibilities of 
the articulated G-sharp key, particularly noticeable 
when playing in extreme keys, such as signatures of 
four and five sharps and four and five flats. 

Thus the Clarinetist who uses the Bb Clarinet only 
in orchestral work finds the articulated G-sharp par- 
ticularly useful in transposing the A parts on Bb 
Clarinet. 

The articulated key soon pays for itself in the 
satisfaction it gives the performer. 

Our G-sharp is the last word in simplicity of de- 
sign, and efficiency in action, works freely but with 
lots of snap.

Next to the Flute it is probably one of the oldest wind instruments, being known in a pri- 
mitive form to Egyptians, Phoenicians, Greeks, Romans and all nations of antiquity. 

The tone of the Conn Ltd. Oboe is peculiarly sweet and in the low register somewhat 
resembles the human voice. Well played it is most sympathetic, responding readily to the 
desires and moods of the player.
